Probably in 476 Hieron I, tyrant from Syracuse founded the city of A/tna on the position of the city of Catane destroyed by an 
eruption of the volcano Aetna. In 466 the Syracusans lost Aetna and the exiled inhabitants of the old Catane returned and 
changed the name of their city into Katane again. We know of some scarce issues during this short episode as Aetna; among them 
is the famous, so far unique tetradrachm in Brussels (see Kraay-Hirmer color plate H and pl. 11, 33); its engraver also cut the dies 
for the fractions.

MEDIEVAL INDIA 

Chalukyas of Kalyana, c. 11th century. Gold punchmarked coin. 3.70 g. Probably of Jayasimha II Jagadeka- 
malla but with various punches on the reverse including rare ones of Garuda and a human figure. Rare 
and unusual. Punches good fine to very fine, some obliterated by the punches on the reverse $ 550,- 


Hoysalas of Dorasamudra. Vishnuvardhana, c. 1106-1152. Gold pagoda. 4.10 g. Goddess standing on lion. 
Rey. 3-line inscription. Cf. M704-6. Reverse struck from what appears to be a worn, corroded die.

Kalachunis of Dahal. Ganggeya Deva, c. 1003-1035. Gold half dinar. 1.95 g. Lakshmi seated on obverse. A 
very scarce denomination. Very fine / Good very fine — $ 200,- 
The full dinars in the name of Gangeyya Deva are common are were probably struck over quite a long period. This smaller de- 
nomination, however, is rarely seen. 


Uncertain gold punchmarked coin. 3.75 g. With at least nine punches, some unusual. Preswmably rare.

Medieval North India. Vir Singh Ram, 12th century. Gold dinar. 3.61 g. Lakshmi type (D153). Very rare. 
Obverse (Lakshmi) struck from rather worn die, reverse good very fine $ 1.200,- 
It is not known which dynasty Vir Singh Ram belonged to, although it has been suggested he belonged to the Chandellas or 
Paramaras. This, however, is highly conjectural. There were a number of minor dynasties in norther India at the time about which 
little is known and it is possible he belonged to one of these. 


SULTANATES 

Sultans of Bengal/ Dehli. Silver tanka. 10.54 g. Joint issue of the Dehli sultan Nasir al-Din Mahmud, AH 
644-664; AD 1246-1266, and the Bengal rebel ruler, Mughith al-Din Yuzbak, Lakhnauti, year (65) 1. 
G&G B74. Slightly crimped, some dark toning. Very rare. Very fine $ 1.000,- 


Yuzbak was a habitual rebel who had come to Bengal as governor for the Sultan of Dehli probably some time in the late 640s AH. 
He aimed to regain lands previously lost to the Gangas of Orissa but, after some initial success, found it necessary to appeal to 
Dehli for help. This issue may have been struck to demonstrate his loyalty to the Dehli throne. This loyalty did not last long. 
however, as for the next few years we find coins (all rare) struck in his own name alone. 


Silver tanka. 11.09 g. Joint issue of the Dehli sultan Nasir al-Din Mahmud, AH 644-664; AD 1246-1 266, 
and the Bengal rebel ruler, Mughith al-Din Yuzbak, Lakhnaut, year (65)1. G&G B74. Very rare. Weakly 
struck near the edge and with some red adhesion.

Hadrat Dar al-Khilafa, 
yeat 719. G&G D247. Rare. Good very fine $ 850,- 


Nasir al-Din Khusru, AH 720; AD 1320. Gold tanka. 11.01 g. Dehli year 720. G&G D290. Very rare. 
Good very fine $ 1.400,- 


Khusru was a former slave from Gujarat, whom the previous sultan, Qutb al-Din Mubarak, had elevated to high position. Khusru 
showed his gratitude by having the sultan assassinated whereupon he ascended the Dehli throne with the title Nasir al-Din Khusru 
Shah. His usurpation, however, did not last long and before the year was out he, too, was captured in battle and executed. His gold 
and silver coins are all very rare. 


Muhammad bin Tughlug, AH 725-752; AD 1325-1351. Gold tanka. 11.02 g. Dehli year 734. G&G D347. 
Good extremely fine $ 300,- 


A common type but in superb condition. 


Sikandar Shah Suri, AH 961?-962; AD 1554?-1555. Silver rupee, Lahore. G&G D1150. Very rare in this 
condition. little weak in one area and with one test mark. Extremely fine — $ 600,- 


The last few years of Suri rule were a period of confusion and rebellion. Muhammad ‘Adil’s tenure of the throne was tenuous. His 
cousins Ibrahim and Ahmad both had themselves enthroned in different parts of the Suri realms, the latter with the name Sikandar 
Shah. Coins were struck in silver and copper in the names of both these rebel rulers and they are all rare to very rare. The present 
coin is in very nice condition for this issue but unfortunately the date (961 or 962) is off the flan. 


Bahmanis of the Deccan. Muhammad I, AH 760-777; AD 1359-1375. Gold tanka. 10.97 g. year 775°. G&G

Muhammad I, AH 780-799; AD 1378-1397. Gold light-weight tanka. 9.08 g. year 793. 4-line legend 
within circle sultan al-‘ahd wa'l zaman hami millat rasul al-rahman. Rey. Within circle muhammad mahmud bah- 
mam, margin: date written out in full. Only known specimen. Small flan crack and surface mark on obverse. 
Extremely fine $ 4.500,- 
This remarkable piece (and the following one) has the same weight as the earlier, experimental ‘ad/ coins of Muhammad bin 
Tughlug of Dehli (9.1g). No other gold coins (or silver coins) of this weight have been reported for the Bahmanis. ‘The type too, 1s 


not otherwise known for this ruler. It actually resembles that of the gold Dinar of Muhammad I struck in years 771 and 773 (G&G 
BH25). 


Taj al-Din Firuz, AH 800-825; AD 1397-1422. Gold light-weight tanka. 9.08 g. Ahsanabad, year 801. 3- 
line legend: abu’! muzaffar taj al-dunya wa’l din; Rev. In circle: firux shah al-sultan, in margin mint and date 
written out. Only known example. Extremely fine $ 4.500,- 
This second, remarkable coin, of similar weight to the previous lot, has, spread over its two sides, only part of the legend usually 
found on the gold and silver coins of this ruler. Again, the position of the ruler’s name in a circle on the reverse related it in style 
to the previous coin. While the silver Tankas of Firuz are quite common, his gold coins are very rare. Hitherto, there has been a 
gold Dinar from his coronation year and normal weight Tankas struck in three later years. The marginal legend is only partly visible 
and may include the mint epithet dar a-mu/k found on the Dinar of year 800.

Champanir, year 902. G&G G78. Extremely rare. About extremely fine $ 1.500,- 
The gold Tankas of Mahmud I ate all extremely rare and hardly ever offered for sale. This is a lovely specimen, with clear date a 
clear mintname Champanitr. 

Sultans of Maya. Ghiyath Shah as Heir Apparent. Gold Tanka. 11.04 g. Shadiabad, year 861. G&G M50. 
Very rare. Couple of test marks. Very fine — $ 650,- 
Ghiyath Shah must have been proclaimed Heir Apparent around the year 860 by his father, Mahmud Shah. Coins in the name of 


Ghiyath in that position were struck in gold, silver, billon and copper with dates noted between 861 and 868. Shadiabad is the 
name given to the capital, Mandu.

Ex Sotheby’s London Sale Dec. 16, 1970 (lot 125 illustrated). - The Virgo symbol is one of the rarest Zodiacal signs, appearing only 
on the gold coinage and this issue known from specimens in the British Museum and Berlin. From AH1028-1033 (RY 13-19), 
Jahangir struck an extensive series of zodiac mohurs. He took a personal interest in his coinage and ordered the production of these 
zodiac pieces in his 13th year. The traveller Tavernier reports that under Jahangit’s successor, all these coins were recalled and 
melted down. Nonetheless, the coins were much loved by the people who would pay as much as twenty times the bullion value for 
them. Consequently the coins are all rare, the gold particularly, and rarely does it turn up, except in worn condition.

The daimyo Takeda Harunobu gQHHiy{S was born in the 4" month of 1521. At the age of 30 he shaved his head and changed 
his name to Takeda Shingen #QHH{s % by which he is known today. In 1567 he took from the Imagawa Clan 4J||G the two 
famous mountains with goldmines Fujiyama 54 -E|L| and Abeyama ZH5{L]. Takeda Shingen gave four daimyo families the right

Those gold pieces are known as Koshu Kin FA )\\4=, Gold from the Koshu Province. Koshu is about halfway between Edo 
(Tokyo) and Kyoto. 

Takeda Shingen died in battle in the 1* month of 1573. Nine years later the whole area, including the goldmines, were taken over 
by Tokugawa Ieyasu (#1) ||32 BE. He continued to mine gold in those mountains until the Bunsei ACI era (1818-29). Those pieces 
are known as Shin Koshta Kin¥?FA)i4, New Kosht Gold, while the previous production got the name Ko Koshu 
Kin#§ A ))/<8, or Old Kosht Gold. They maintained the weight standard set by the earlier gold pieces and so the Old Koshu 
Gold became the weight standard: ryo, bu, shu, and itome. 

Every book on Japanese numismatics mentions the Kosht Gold, but there are still many unanswered questions, because of the 
rarity of those Old Kosht Gold pieces. Only the Matsuki 1 ryo gold piece one can find in some collections. 

About ten years ago the Takeda family estate had to be extensively repaired and at that occasion six different 1 ryo pieces were 
discovered. These two pieces are from this lot. This is the first time that a 1 ryo gold piece made by Shimura or Yamashita ever 
came on the market.
